At the annual meeting of the Maine Woman's Christian 


-emperance Union, held last week al Augusta, its president, 
Mrs. Althea G. Quimby, said it was of special interest lo the 
people of Maine thai the anniversary year of its statehood also 
marks the incoming of national prOMib ion 
' In 1920,'' con- 


tinued Mrs. Quimby, "the Maine law;:lhe Nca Dow aw, be- 
comes the law of the land. 
In hap^y coincidence the 19th 


amendment follows, giving lo all womei^equnl sullragc rights 
with men. 
With Ihis new and long-sough I power we arc 


splendidly equipped to hold lhal which we have gained." 


• 
H is a significant fact lhal prohibilion and equal suflrage, 


both of,which have been so long struggled for, have come 
simultaneously. 
H is cause for great rejoicing on the pail of 


the women of'lhe country, and all supporters of Ihc Iwo great 
movements. 


Dnl while the women are rejoicing they imtsl also remem- 


ber that with the privilege of Ihc ballot comes a great respon- 
'sibility 
They will find this responsibility many-sided, but it 


would seem thai il might be especially felt in connection wilh 
the enforcement of (he prohibition laws. The enforcement o! 
prohibilion in the pasl has been far from satisfactory, as Mrs. 
Quimby is in a position to know, for even Maine, Ihe leading 


• and mosl persistent slate in Ihe movement, has not kcpl its 


record above reproach, if published statements arc lo be 
relied upon. 


But the pasl is pasl and we are al Ihe beginning of a new 


era. National prohibition and national woman's suil'rage have 
come al "one and Ihe same lime," as the circus men are in Ihc 
habit of saying, and the results will be awaited wilh excep- 
tional interest not by the women alone, but by all of the 
people. 


It is a fair presumption thai a greal majority of the women 


are in favor of suppressing the liquor tiatlic and will therefore 
stand for a slricl enforcement of the law, If Ihey do Ihis they 
will watch carefully the course of ollidals entrusted with this 
important work, and where they find evidence of a lack of 
interest or a lack of sincerity they will be remiss in their duty 
if they fail to apply the remedy so Tar as Ihis can be done al 
the ballot box. 
The same Irulh applies equally lo the men, 


but il is to be expected lhal women will show a special interest 


• in this particular field.
